On Oober 4 Ep. 6. the beſt ciſtern gage 
of a ſteeping was taken, and the content

thereof (105. 2) placed in the column, 
titled ciſtern, and the contents of the two 
couch- gages of the ſame ſteeping placed in 
the column titled couch, and the beſt of 
thoſe three (viz. 106. 4) placed in the 
column titled beſt, and ſtands for the 
charge, becauſe when a fifth part is deduct- 
ed therefrom, the remainder exceeds one 
half of either of the floor-gages afterwards 
taken on that ſteeping: And therefore the 
contents of thoſe floors are cancelled, that 
is, a black line is drawn through the con- 
tents of the floors taken October 11 and : 8, 
to denote that charge does not ariſe from 
either of them, but provided the corn ct 
grain had not been fully wet for the ſpace 
of 40 hours, the 106. 4 as above divided 
by 8 tenths will produce 133, which muſt 
in ſuch caſe be inſerted in the column titled 
beſt, and ſtand for the charge. But when 
a floor-gage of any ſteeping is taken which 
will make a better charge than the ciſtern 
or couch-gages of the ſame, with or wit! 
out making the allowance as ſhall be the 
caſe ; reſpect being had to the time wet ; 
the amount of the beſt ciſtern or couch, 
placed in the column titled beſt muſt be 
cancelled {or a line drawn through the 
fame) to denote that it does not make a 
charge, but that the charge ariſes from the 
floor, whoſe content muſt not in ſuch cafe 
be cancelled, 


EX 
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The beſt ciſtern-gage of a ſteeping was 
taken October 10 Ep 8 amounted to 108. 1 
and a couch gage of the ſame taking the 
12 M 10 amounted to 113. 7 wherefore the 
laſt was placed in the column titled beſt, 
but a floor taken the 18th making a better 
charge, the former (viz. 113.7) was can- 
celled, and that floor amount (186) was left 
uncancelled, till the 20 M 8, when another 
floor was taken thereof, which exceeded 
the former, and then the former was can- 
celled hkewiſe, and the laſt (viz. 187.4) 
ſtood for the charge. 


The uſual way of finding whether the 
amount of the ciſtern, or couch, allowing 4 
in 20. that is, part) or the amount of the 
floor allowing 10 in 20) makes the beſt 
charge, is to multiply the ciſtern or couch- 
buſhels, by 1.6 and the product will be a 
no mber of floor- buſhels equal in charge to 
thoſe coach, &c. Bufhels—or multiply 
the floor-buſhels by 625 and the product 
will be the number of eb unden equal 
in charge to thoſe floor-buſhels. 1 


Ihe fifth article of theſe inſtructions 
directs that the contents of the ſteepings 
charged in the old book, and depending at 
the cloſe thereof, be transferred to the tops 
of the leaves of the new, in order for tak-

ing ſubſequent gages thereon , and if an) 
fuch ſubſequent gage makes a better charge 
than that before returned in the voucher: 
the exceſs muſt be carried down and charg- 


ed, as in the following. 
EXAMPLE III. 


On September 16 (in the old book) a 
couch was taken amounting to 107, and 
on the 26th, a floor of the fame amount- 
ing to 170; the former being the beſt, was 
returned as the charge in the voucher, and 
the contents and dates of both theſe gages 
were transferred to the top of the new 
book, where (on the zoth) another floor- 
gage was taken thereon amounting to 181, 
which (by the rule above) is found to exceed 
the quantity before charged 9. 8 floor- 
buſhels; which together with 6. 9 ſur- 
charged in like manner in the next ſteeping, 
is carried down in order to be charged in 
the next vouchers,
